On July 6th the subordivate man- 
darin was removed from office, though 
not otherwise punished.

There is no disguising the fact 
that hard times prevail among all 
classes aud that business is very 
much depressed in all parts of Ne- 
vada and centre California. With 
oceans of feed everywhere, there 
is no demand forit. With timber 
aud saw mills all through the hills 
lumber will not self and the works 
are closingdown. With bigstocks 
of goods in tie towns, trade is very 
dull, There is but one way to 
make these things better. Busi- 
ness Cannot be done with bare bill- 
sides nor open plains. A city can- 
not be built up in the center of an 
empty country. Workers create 
wealth and there is no‘patent upon 
the process. Every man who 
strikes a pick iuto the ground or 
turns a sbovelful of earth adds to 
the wealth of all iu the neighbor- 
hood, and there is no other way to 
make a State than by farming. 
Mining is a valuable auxiliary, but 
a poor foundation. 

The Gazette bas worked for f- 
teen years to show the people this 


and every year has proven the 
truth of its position. This people 
has tried for a quarter ofacentury 
to build a State upon mining, aud 
where are we? Some say ihe only 
thing that would make Nevada, is 
free coinege. Hiow much of @ 
State had we when we bad free 
free coinage? Is there auy reason 
to believe that the next twenty- 
five years would be avy better 
than the last twenty-five? We 
have dug out six hundred millions 
of dollars. What good bas it done 
Nevada? What good would it do 
her if silver went from one dollar 
an ounce to two and we dug outa 
billion? No more would stay in 
the State than was absolutely nec- 
essary to build the mills and sink 
the. shafts. When the ore is worked 
gut we would have a few rusty 
stampe and crumbling houses on 
the hillsides. 

Suppose, on the contrary, that 
we could save the floods and bring 
our waste water and lands to- 
gether, and thus add to the perma- 
nent population of the State. It 
would not take much to double 
the population of every valley we 
have and by so doing we mere than 
double the weailth-producing 
power. It is not necessary to build 
new ditches because careful culti- 
vation is a substitute for water 
and a good fertilizer is another. 
Many of our land owners, even 
those who rank themselves as smal! 
farmers, have more land than they 
have labor to till, and it does not 
pay to hire hands at hig prices. If 
there could be brought in as many 
willing workers as we new have 
in this valley, there would be more 
than work enough to keep them 
busy. There are more trees than 
can be properly cared for at pres- 
ent and the result is the orchard is 
neglected and the fruit is too peor 
to market. No such work is per- 
mitted at San Jose or Fresno. 
Every year the land is plowed and 
the trees are cared for like babies 
a year old, and there won’t be two 
weeds in a mile square. 

Lack of labor excuses us for 
broken fences, flooded roads and 
tickle grass. It accounts for bad 
cooking and for Chicago ham on 
the table. We have no time to 
make the highest use of the ground 
and what we raise is likely to be 
poor in quality. A good class of 
immigration would be worth 
everything to us in all these things. 
Those who are bere would get the 
benefit, for, being on the ground, 
they bave the advantage of bed- 
rock prices. The second comers 
get in at the first advance, and 
those who come later pay for all 
the growth the country has made. 

The effect of an increase of pop- 
ulation would be instantly felt in 
everything. It would increase the 
demand for all that men buy and 
sell. Houses would be needed, 
making work for mechanics and 
machinery. Behind them would 
be the mills that saw the lumber 
and the men who cut the trees. 
Behind them again would be the 
men who sell hay to the lumber 

and horses to eat it. Some 
where else those who manufacture 
saw milisand planers w feel 
the impulse, and back of the 
men who dig the iron out of the 


fi 


Doubling the labor io the valley 
would double the trade in agri- 
cultural implements and supplies, 
thus drawing trade and perhaps 
factories to us. New railroads 
would be looking for our businese, 
and in time would get bere. Every 
man who came to farm would 
bring three or four to eat grocer- 
ies and wear clothes, and all 
branches of business would get 
something from bis earniogs. His 
work would add to the stock of 
produce for which the peopie 
somewhere else have a desire, and 
when the valley has a steady aud 
certain supply of any staple it will 
be sought after the same as our 
alfalfa is now. The quality must 
be established and the quaniiiv 
made secure and a market will 
come. 

These things are all established 
laws of nature, and God Almigb'y 
has not suspended them in Nevads, 
They can be depended upon and 
there is no guessing about it. If 
the people of Nevada continue to 
ignore them it will remain poor. 
If we work together to develop 
we can be rich. 


HISTORIC BRITISH HOMES. 


Mansion Three Centuries Old to Which 
Gordon-Cumming Took His Bride. 

Wollaton Hall, Lord Middleton's seat 
in Notts, where Sir William and Lady 
Gordon-Cumming spent the first days of 
their honeymoon, says the Pall Mall 
Gazette, is one of the most perfect 
specimens of Elizabethan domestic 
architecture in the country. It took 
eight years to build it, and it was com- 
pleted in 1583 by Sir F. Willoughby, the 
material used being Ancaster stone 
brought from Lincolnshire 122 
horses and exchanged for the coal found 
on the estate. During the reform riots 
of 1831 the house was threatened with 
the fate of Nottingham castle, but the 
yeomanry was brought up in time to 
drive back the advancing mob. The 
park, which eomprises some seven hun- 
dre and fifty aeres, pleasantly undu- 
‘vung and well wooded—a fine avenue 
of lofty limes leading up to the hall—is 
on the edge of Nottingham, but is shut 
off from the vulgar gaze by a high briek 
wall which must have cost a small 
fortune, and on which, tradition has it, 
one man spent the entire period of his 
apprenticeship. Picturesque as is the 
seat, however, it is little in favor with 
its noble owner, who finds the air of 
Notts prejudicial to his health, and his 
real home is at Birdsall, in Yorkshire. 

Gordonston, near Elgin, is the smaller 
of the two Scotch country houses owned 
by Sir William Gordon-Cumming. Sit- 
uated midway between Elgin and the 
Moray Firth and less than three miles 
distant from either the edifice, consid- 
erably smaller than Altyre house, is 
surrounded by rich agricultural land. 
Adjoining the house is the old burying 
place of the Gordon-Cummings, and al- 
though the present baronet has not re- 
sided muchdn the district the great re- 
ot entertained for the memory of his 
father, Sir Alexander, secured for Sir 
) William a hearty welcome from the 
tenantry and country people.

Tandem Kites loaded with Nitroglycerice. 


HIS EXPERIMENTAL APPARATUS 
Issimpleenough. Kites and balloons 
are his means of conveying explosives 
to the necessary height. To add to 


the effect produced by these aerial de- 
tonations he exp quanti- 
ties of giant powder along the ground. 
The explosion by kites is the simpler.
